Mr. Ariam AVilllams, private secre- 
tary of Dr. KaWndranath Tagore, In- 
dian poet, jihilobopher and educator, 
will deliver three lectures before Mc- 
Glil students on Thursday and Fri- 
day of this week. His visit here -Is 
under the ausiiices of the Student 
Christian Association. 

On Thursday afternoon at 5 o'clock 
he will speak on "Tlie Future of In- 
dia". At 6.30 o'clock, he will give an 
eddress at the regular monthly study 
group supper. On li"rlday afternoon 
ct G o'clock lie will give an address 
entitled "My Associations with Ita- 
blndranalh Tagore and His Work". 
>ll these meetings will be held in 
■trathcona Uall. 

Travelled With Tagore 

Mr. ■\Vllllanis lias travelled with Dr. 
Tagore on visitH to Kussia, Germany. 
I'ngland and United .States. Jle lias 
accompalncd him on his present trip 
from India, including visits to Kuro- 
pean countries and the United Stales. 
He wai- ill Muiitieal h few years ago 
under tlic auspices of llie S.C.A. 

He is lle.^l1llla!^tr;r of tlie High 
Echool department ul Sanlinikclan, 
the school founded by Dr. Tagore. 
For several years lie wok a y.M.C.A. 
secretary In several important cen- 
tres In India. 

At one time, he was in cliai'Ke of 
the T.M.(.'..\. Student Ho.stel at Kdin- 
burgh, wliere In- took his decree in 
education, lie liolds degrees In Arts 
en4 Theology from Seranipore Tnl- 
Verstty, one of Ihe oldest collegvii uii- 
der British Cliurler In India. 

Mr. AVIill.-iniH is a native of Oey- 
Jon. HIk iiilpifsl:; .-irn pi iM': ii)all\ 
educational, ami is closely coniieclt-d 
with tlie renal.-^siiiirp nioveiiiciit ll> 
India, of which \'>i: Tagore is one of 
the leading spirits.

Ho' fuçther stated that war is di- 
vided 'inTo^twd^ ' divisions, ptoledtlve- 
ness and agressivencss. Most wars 
are waged under the cloak of the 
first, for it is In this that the gi'eatest 
satisfaction Is found. Wars of agres- 
sion are waged on account of unequal 
wealth, population and expansion of 
policy. All these arc evident In the 
stand taken" by 'Miissollnl In Italy to- 
day; they were all thè cause of Ger- 
many's declaration of .1914.

Bridges Poetical 
Work Studied by 
Combined Meeting 

Philosophical And English 
Literature Societies Unite 
For Discussion 



OPINION DIVIDED 



Professor Files Shows Philo- 
sophical View-Point; 
Lewis Literary 

"As II philosophic and didacllc 
poem, Tho Tesfnmcnt ot Beauty takes 
precedence of anything in Kiiglisli 
Literature", Professor Files Ciinl 
speaking before the joint meeting ol 
tho Bngllsh Literature and Philoso- 
phical Societies last night. Ho tliought 
It unlikely that the poem by liobert 
Bridges would ever be a popular one: 
"In tiie first place It makes too mony 
demands on tho reader by Its relcr- 
enccs to art and sclcnco nnd phil- 
osophy and literature. Then It lacks 
IliP vivid poclical machinery wli''ro- 
by Shakespeare, Milton, Goethe pnd 
Dante could cnplurc tho imagination 
of tho "groundlings." 

Wordsworth lakes a simpler view 
of things than liridKcs, Professor 
Files staled. Popo was neither the 
man nor the thinker that Bridges 
was. In fact, lo find nn adequate 
comparLson, one has to go ndsldc 
tho Kngllsh tradition altogether, to 
the poet TurcretluB. 

Literary Viewpoint 

Duvid Lewis next considered the 
poem from the literary point of view. 
Lewis personally disliked the poem 
us poetry. Ho felt that it lagged 
miserably In places, and that it was 
clogged by its Invoisions and poollc 
diction. Ho thought lhat It could be 
better expressed in prose, and 
said that ho felt that Bridges 
lacked in this w*ork, the vivid fire 
ot Imagination that, say, Tennyson 
had. 

In considering the poem Martin 
Bstall said "Perhaps, after all, the 
philosophers secretly wish that hey 
might" be artists and so, for- good or 
ill, cannot leave art altogether alone. 
Tho vision of Beauty does not al 
together let them escape". What is 
the idea of the poem? Obviously

Early Folk Lore 
Amuses Children 



Col. Wilfrid Bovey Tells 
Stories of Fiirst Canadians 

"Tho very first Canadian child was 
tho son of a Scotch father and a 
Fi-cnch mother," slated Col. Wilfrid 
Uovcy, In an Illustrated lecture for 
children on Saturday aCtcrnoon in 
.Montreal High School. "Ho was call- 
ed Eustaeho Martin, and his father, 
Abraham Martin, was Iho man after 
.whom the historic Plains of Abraham 
•v'ero \named.'' 

At this lime there wero only three 
white families in Quebec nnd the rest 
of Iho population was made up of 
soldiers and Indians. The i>oopIo Uv 
ed very simply in small nnd uncom- 
fortnblo houses, which wero so cold 
In winter that tlio food, which was 
mostly brown bread nnd pork, often 
froze while It was on the table before 
It could bo eaten. Other hardships 
wero Iho difficulty of procuring food 
and clothing. Colonel Bovcy told an 
nmusliig slory ot a small girl who 
washed her only dress, which was 
unrorlunalcly niado oC leather, and 
shrunk so that all sho had to wear 
was tho bareirin which sho had 
'washed It. 

Schools Founded 

Schools were founded, nnd though 
the pupils wero mostly Indians al 
first, one school finally had an at- 
tendance ot fourteen, seven Indian 
and seven whilo children. Another 
school in Quebec Introduced tho study 
ot "geography, nnd It was there that 
I,ouls Jollel received ,hls first know- 
ledge of the subject. 

Olio of the laws of the lime was that 
all girls had to l>o married when tliey 
wore fifteen ycar.s old. 

Col. Bovey told many stories of thi< 
bravery of early Canadian children 
such .as Madeleine A'ercheres and 
Marguerite Bacine. lie conehided 
Willi various tales from tho folk lore 
of the lime, about tho church of HI. 
Augijslln nnd the fairy hprso, (he 
green nnd red gobbllns, nnd the flying 
canoe.

Medals Exhibited 



Ancient and Modem Com 
bined in Collection 



RELICS AUTHENTIC 



Historical Specimens Date 
Back to Several Early Popes 
and English Monarchs 

Ancient and rtiodern are combined 
In a collection of seals and medals 
now on display in tho special Cihibil 
case beside the main stairway. In the 
r.cdpath li'brary. Two sections ; 
devoted to seals, one being a group 
of those used by several early Eng- 
lish monarchs, and the other of those 
belonging to a number of Popes 
Modern medals are shown In .he 
third section. - 

Unique among the English seals is 
one belonging to Queen Mary I. This 
is attached to a Royal Patent, "creat- 
ing Sir John Brydges Baron Chandos 
of Sudeley, April 1, 1554". A copy of 
tho great seal of Charles I, and the 
great seal of Queen "Victoria, sh. 
I; ~ both sides, as well as mothyr 
unlabelled seal, pi'obably belonging to 
Queen Mary I, are included n the 
section. Medals, with the head of 
Queen Victoria struck on Iheni, are 
also shown. 

Papal Seals Shown 

A collection of fifty-two Papal 
.seals in lead (Bulls) Is outstnnding. 
Tho group includes the seals from 
Innocent H (1130) to Pius IX (1,S46>. 
These are in a leather cabinet with 
trays, ciicli ot which is sectioned off. 

These specimens were gathered to- 
gether by the lute Hnrtwoll de la 
Card Gressell, M.A., F.S.A.. who was 
Chamberlain ot Honor to Their Holl- 
nesaes Plus IX, Leo XIII, nnd Plus 
X, -and hence had unique facililles for 
assembling sucli a collection.

Education as to Safety in 
Handling Should 
Be Taught 

"It is not too extravagant a state- 
ment to say lhat for the first time 
In hl.-îtory ot .surgery 'wo hold In our 
hands a power which beyond any 
question can euro cancer In many of 
Us forma and which can destroy a 
malignant growth without Its surgical 
removal," stated Dr. Fraaor B. Gurd 
in his address lo tho Jledlcal Under- 
graduates Society last evening. 

"Until very recently the only means 
employed were tho surgeon's scalpel 
and tho actual cautery. During recent 
years there have been added to our 
armamentarium three other proced- 
ures, namely, electro-coagulation, X- 
rays and tho Gamma rays from 
radium, which happily have been 
found to destroy cancer cells In con- 
.sequence ot ti selective action. 
Best Method 

"Of these procedures, that known 
as electro-coagulation is the most 
straightforward and at the same time 
tho least .selective. By this procedure 
by means of a large indiffèrent elec- 
trodf.. placed at some distanco from 
tho tumor and the application ot a 
small electrode to the tumor itself, 
and lo the tissues immediately sur- 
rounding it, sufficient heat Is generat- 
ed in the neighborhood of tho small 
electrode in consequence of the elec- 
trical reaistence of tho tl.ssues them- 
selves to coagulate or cook tho latter. 
This procedure, although It is selec- 
tive to only a moderate degree in that 
it destroys normal tissues almost as 
extensively as It does the cancer cells, 
has the advantage, as compared with 
the scalpel, ot. not^ TOnning^the risk 
of spreading the cancer cells In conse- 
quence ot manipulation. 

Use of Radium 

"Tho use of radium In the treatment 
ofjcancer has opened up a new field 
of surgery. It i was early discovered 
that carcinoma cells were subject to 
the Injurious effect of tlie ray with

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Questionaires ' 

WE have been greatly liarassed of late by 
a seemingly endless stream of ques- 
tionaires. As might be expected, they come 
for the most part from the United States, 
but our own f.iir sister colleges are not en- 
tirely guiltless. One came from Colorado 
demanding to know the complete scale of 
fees at McGill; another from somewhere 
else desiring complete information as to 
the number and general mental status of 
all professors ; and others from hither and 
yon all over the continent, each desiring 
precise information on subjects with which 
we are usually unfamiliar. 

The constant coming and going of the 
mail-man loaded down with questionaires 
rather restores ones faith in human na- 
ture; for each letter of this kind indicates 
that here and there, scattered over the 
countrj', are men with enough imagination 
and courage to expect answers to their 
missives. Questionaires run to type. In the 
standardized article which comes to this 
office at an average rate of four per day, 
there are usually twenty questions ; some- 
times there are only ten, but sometimes, 
also, lihere are thirty. In order to clear the 
decks daily and be ready for the next lot 
in the morning, we have adopted a system 
of replying, to our usually anonymous cor- 
respondents. If there are ten questions we 
answer them faithfully and throw in a 
warm personal note; if there are twenty 
we just answer them and let it go at that; 
thirty question assignments we hand them 
over to the freshman reporters with in- 
structions to do their worst. 

It is difficult for those of us who have 
never conceived a questionaire to 'under- 
stand .iust how the virus attacks its vic- 
tims. There seems to be an inborn longing 
in the questioner to compare things. He 
entertains a passionate desire to know the 
total amount paid to college professors in 
Quebec as compared with the salaries of 
college professors in, say, Texas; or he 
may want to find out the proportion of 
blonds to brunettes in Tallahassee. The 
problem grows upon him. Why not, he 
asks himself, write and find out? Then off 
goes the questionaire. 

Governments are now considering seri- 
ous steps against the perpetrators of chain 
letters. Mi*. Baldwin got one in his mail one 
morning and before the conclusion of the 
next session of parliament we hope to see 
the matter on the order paper. The same 
proceedure should be taken Avith regard to 
.questionaires. They are a sheer waste of 
time. Having had a hand in answering 
many of them, we speak from first hand 
luiowledge when we say that the inform- 
ation obtained from the answers to ques- 
tionaires is usually wrong, and from thé 
answers to our own effort we know .thera 
Vvto .be quite useless. 

Suicide Prevention 

IT is common for the average citizen to 
look upon suicide as something he must 
prevent, as the action of irresponsible 
weaklings who know no better. On super- 
ficial regard this assumption may çeem 
itrue. Like many assumptions, however, it 
falls when confronted by figures, based, 
not on logic, but, on fact. 

Statistics prove that highest rates of 
suicide prevail in countries inhabited by 
the practical Germanic peoples. The lowest 
prevail in Spain, — impractical, romantic 
Spa,in,^wnwig the easily despondent Irish 
îaînd 'aSS^I^'the illiterate, superstitious 
black races. Far more of the logical sex die 
by their own hand than do the female. 
Rural, lonely spots, conducive to melan- 
choly, show 11 lower rate than the cities, 
and the uneducated kill themselves con- 
siderably less than do the more intellectual. 
^^Suici^e, then, is commoner -'with the 
iractical, the unsentimental, the educated 
^tid the logical, than with the flighty, 
^i^^perstitious, melancholic and inconsistent. 
We cannot despise those who seek death 
as weak, incompetent creatures, needful of 
our protection. On the whole they know 
what they want. The power çf the aelf-

niagnanimously allfinpts lo prevent salCt 
nnu'dcr, or when il .snubbiahly placer, the 
uiicide on a lower .spiritual plane than lie 
who dies otherwise.

SOME EXCUSES 

Music ia a luxury and therefore Is not nn ab- 
solute esecnltnl (or tho malntennm-c o[ llfo. Human 
beings, hoXvcver, cannot he sallsfloil with a mere 
mechnnlcal existence, btil dcinaiul tlial ^iome beauty 
bo installei) Into It. Music, being; a bcuutlful nieanii 
of exprcBBlnR one's aelC cither to a deity, to our 
own spirit, or to llie spirits ot another. Wo need 
not wonder at llie Important plnco it has taken in 
out' present-day lite. Sweet, melodious strains can 
sooth our troubled' ntoods; rythmic, martial music 
can Inspire added zest to u.s tor our work, while- In 
the specialized fonn that wo call Jazz, \\c use it to 
give time and pulse to another mear.'; ol expres- 
sion, the dance. Whatever iti use, >va are bound 
to judee its pertortnauce; and sinco musical cri- 
ticism must be, for thé most part, comparative, 
we must bo oarcful what standards we set. Fur- 
thermore, wo miiBt not.be frightened by names. 
Cl.asslcal music should not be looked upon Aa pon- 
derous and without Interest, nor should Jazz be 
lopni-ded as a collection ot queor goui.ds. They 
each liave their attractions and should each he 
given a fair trial. Listen to one and danco to the 
Other but do not attempt to Contrast them Wlicii 
tlieir purpose is so different. In tiic cose of A 
piece of danco music the performance la secondary 
to the tunc and rirthm; its acceptanco will be de- 
cided by public opinion uhd It will last until It is 
supplanted. Classical music, however, has stood 
Ihc test ot both public opinion and time, thcr9(ore 
the performance plays u great part lo Its audiences. 
0])lnlons vary according to tiie expériences o{ the 
listeners. This column, In its reviews ot the mua- 
ical offerings on the campus, will attempt to give 
unbiased criticisms. Tou may agree with some of 
tlieni, or again you may hot, but you have always 
the privilège of Individuiil comparison.

AVe talk of disarmament, this is 
practically impossible to achieve, for 
no nation is anxious to set an exam- 
ple and l^c without arms at the mercy 
of a stroiiscr power. Kcvcr was this 
more evident than at Uic recent naval 
conference. Kach man there was pre- 
sent on account of his popularity with 
his people at home. In order to hold 
this he refused to sanction any abso- 
lute jilan. 

In closing Anderson said, "it is 
the ambition of no man to see his son 
a weakling and unable to defend him- 
self against other . boys. It Is the 
same with countries, Jio one's anxiouf;

"Tho Stockholm clinic is very cn- 
tlui.siastic regarding Ihc Use ot tho 
bomb, or telecurlo therapy as It is 
unllcd In Paris and Brussels. They 
have two bombs, one coiitalninGr from 
one to two graninics of radium and 
the oilier, five sraiiiiiies. These lubes 
arc used lor insertion In the tissues 
or for implantation in dental com- 
liound tor .apiillcalion on the surface. 
They arc usually employed tor com- 
paratively short periods, 2% to 4 
hours, at a Onto but, especially for 
surface applications, maybe employed 
repeatedly on successive or altcrna- 
tivo days. In those' centres where u 
bomb Is out of the question, for fin- 
ancial reasons. It Is evident that at 
least comparable results may bo ob- 
tained by the uso oC Columbia paste 
and dlsLnifo radialion by means ot 
collars, placqucs and shields.' 

"Roentgen ray therapy Is employed 
very extensively at Radlum-heniniot. 
They use it both before and after 
operation particuLorly in cases ot 
breast carcinoniata and before radium 
In certain cases, more particularly of 
fauclui tumors, ' especially those a.s- 
.sociated with inflammation." 

Dr. Curd during the course ot lii.s 
address told ot tho very interesting 
countries and scenes that his sludy 
ut tho modern molhods iti the treat- 
ment ot car'cinoina had load • him 
througli.

Oiin 01" till! niosl liiipurtaiit by-iiro- 
tlucls fruMi tho uso ut rudiimi and 
Roentgen should bo depcnOanl iipuii 
the fact tlial'lt the laity believe that, 
111 the first place by nieaiiH of r.adi- 
aliiiii llic (ll.seaso can lie ciiroil, ami in 
lliu Kecoml |iiuc(] If they believe lliat 
Ihis result can be obtained witliuul 
serious inutilation, llie fear ot éancer 
diagnosis will he iiiitigatcd."
